A TRADES' UNION. 
, Discontent, wo loarn, scems spreading, 
and néw it is the artista’ models who are 
expressing a strong. desire for a union 
of some kind or other to help them to 
rodress their grievances. The movement 
may quite concoivably ‘result in the for- 
mation of an ‘artists’ .modola’ trade 
union.” The position of the models. is 
ect forth’ by Mille, Sandrine Rousseau, 
one of the best-known models in the 
Latin quarter, where for tho last twenty- 
two years sho has posed for the most 
famous’ sculptors. Models are ‘badly 
paid. For pesing four hours:a day 
daily ot the Ecole des Beaux Arts they 
receive GO francs a wecek,. and a little 
more: in the private art schools. But 
this ja not their only complaint. They 
object ‘to bo what Bille. Rousseau says 
they ore st present, the “ pariahs of the 
workors”—moaning that thoy do not 
benefit from the social Jaws which apply 
to all other workers, Thoy- do not come 
under the law of compensation for, ac- 
cidents at work, nor have they the right 
to appeal to the Counsel .‘ des Prud’- 
hommes,” a tribunal of which every 
French’ worker with o Btievance can 
make use. So Mlle. Sandrine is heading 
a‘crusado to givo tho modols the rights 
which other workers enjoy, and to give 
them wages to make them independent of 
other less respectable sources. of income.

As‘a matter of fact Mr. Laird,, who 
alone was responsible for keoping up tho 
spirita of his companions, encountered 
terrible weather and was driven off his 
course, But little water and fow biscuits 
remained and tho situation appeared a 
hopeless onc. Already the little boat had 
covored, 1,050 miles, doubling back on its 
own course owing to contrary winds, on 
only by grasping the tiller in tho crook 
of his arm could Mr.. Laird hold the 
course; for many weary days stcoring had 
worn all the skin from his hands, Some 
of his companions gavo themselves up 
for ‘Jost, and hungry, dispirited and 
weary, abandoned the’ strugglo for exist- 
enco. The position was perilous, but Mr. 
Laird’s grit -and humour never left him. 
While sitting in the storn sheets, pro- 
fanely denouncing the weathor, another 
inan wat amidships reading his Bible, and 
a third momber of tho crow, in the bows 
was crying out in hunger. : .
